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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that it would be 
counterintuitive to to apply the teaching of an immediate voltage reset as taught by Curiger to the computer system of Yamasaki when 
Yamasaki teaches that a delay is necessary before voltage reset. The examiner disagrees. Curinger teaches immediately resetting a 
microcomputer after an abnormal supply voltage is detected to prevent the microcomputer from operating incorrectly because of an 
abnormal supply voltage [column 2, lines 12-17]. One would be motivated to apply the teachings of Curinger to the Yamasaki system to 
reset the microcomputer immediately after an abormal voltage is detected to ensure that information is not inadvertantly overwritten or 
lost during a system shutdown procedure due to improper functionality of the system due to abnormal supply voltages. . 
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
